The steel they are sending here means jobs and wages lost 
to American steelworkers forever. 

Long before the strike began, however, imports of foreign 
steel were rising while exports of American steel were falling. 
Since December 1958 monthly steel imports have exceeded 
exports, for the first time in modern history. 

One of the chief reasons for this is that steelworkers’ wages 
abroad are only one-third to one-seventh as much as the Ameri- 
can steelworker gets.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1 — The 
American Bankers Association 
announced yesterday a new pro- 
gram aimed at promoting eco- 
nomic growth without inflation. 

The program will stress educa- 
tion—first of bankers themselves 
and, subsequently, of the general 
public, Its other aim is to help 
influence legislation in Congress. 

This will be a new venture for 
the A.B.A., which has generally 
concentrated on banking matters. 
The program will be in the hands 
of a new committee for Eco 
nomic Growth Without Inflation 
headed by Casimir A. Sienkie- 
wicz, president of the Central- 
Penn. National Bank of Phila- 
delphia. 

Lee P. Miller, president of the 
A.B.A., said: “Inflation exists 
and grews because people permit 
it. Banks, as custodians of much 
of the people’s savings, and 
bankers, ,as citizens with public 
responsibilities, have an obliga- 
tion to contribute to the people’s 
understanding of the causes and 
results of inflation. 

Miller said the new commit- 
tee’s program would stress the 
role of Government budget and 
monetary policies in growth and 
inflation. He added that it would. 
also deal with price and wage 
policies of business and labor on 
the ground that “the évents of 
recent years have demonstrated 
that financial measures alone 
cannot always be relied upon to 
prevent inflation.” 

The program, officials said, 
will be a long-range one. It will 
stress that price stability and 
economic growth are not enemies 
of each other but rather are al- 
lies and “mutually interdepend- 
ent.”

Much of the opposition to the ety ¢0e- 
metropolitan district plan seems to be b 
on misunderstandings of what the plan is and 
what its authors intended it to do. It is being 
tarred for what it is not, judging from the anti- 
district arguments advanced at forums con- 
ducted by Washington University’s Civic Edu- 
cation Center in co-operation with 
hood and other groups in city and county. 
First among the anti-district fallacies is the 
misleading assertion that the district is “an- 
other layer of government,” as if that were 
necessarily evil. Strictly speaking, the dis- 
trict is not another layer. The metropolitan 
layer already exists in the form of the Metro- 
politan Sewer District, which would be ab- 
sorbed in the proposed new agency. Hf 
anything, the new district would expand and 
democratize the existing layer. 


In reality, the phrase “another layer of 
government” is a convenient slogan, without 
much substance. Certainly everyone would 
like to keep government on a small and local 
level, but this is looking backward. The area 
is growing rapidly and new ways must be 
devised for dealing with new problems. Metro- 
politan problems cannot be handled by indi- 
vidual communities, and slogans should not 
be mistaken for facts nor used to hide them. 


Neither city nor county alone can solve the 
traffic problem, for instance, as is demon- 
strated in the streets every morning and 
every afternoon. A new agency like the dis- 
trict is required, one with area-wide jurisdjc- 
tion, one that need not concern itself with 
municipal boundaries. This might be called 
“another layer,” but the point is that it is a 
necessary layer. That is an important distinc- 
tion. Without the district no existing govern- 
ment in either St. Louis or St. Louis county 
is capable of solving a single metropolitan 
problem. 

Closely tied to this fallacy is the tax fallacy. 
This one has two aspects. One is the charge 
that municipalities are not likely to reduce 
their tax rates as they are relieved of re- 
sponsibilities in areas of strictly metropolitan. 
concern. is an assumption by those who 
want to make this area one gigantic city that 
the people of the smaller communities cannot 
control their own affairs. And it ignores the 


fact that most county municipalities are now — 


spending little if anything on services that’ 
would be of. metropolitan concern. As for 
St. Louis, when it handed over responsibilities 
for sewer service to the Sewer District, it cut 
its tax rate by 4 cents, which was the exact 
cost of providing that service. 

The other aspect of the tax fallacy is the 
assertion that city taxpayers might have to 
pay an additional tax to the metropolitan dis- 
trict for services which they already have. 
With the exception of sewer service, for which 
they pay only the Sewer District, St. Louisans 
now enjoy none of the metropolitan services 
the district would provide, and they will not 
enjoy them unless the district plan is ap- 
proved in November. 

This is not to say that the district plan will 
cost nothing. Any plan that provides new 
services will have to be paid for, whether 
it be the district. plan or the complete city- 
county merger plan that some district op- 
poments eae tnneres omthe people. But ihe 
St: Louis area desperately needs metropolitan 
services if it is to enjoy the economic growth 
so necessary for providing new jobs for the 
next» generation:and for providing an ex- 
panded tax base tethelp Sipport better séhovis 
and bnproved, jor! services. One Way’ oF’ 
another it will have to pay for them. 

Once new industry and commerce are at- 
tracted to this area by effective metropolitan 
government, they will begin paying handsome 
tax dividends and everyone will benefit. But 
nobody ever got anything for nothing. If 
St. Louisans and their neighbors in the county 
decline to create the district and make a 
modest tax investment in it, they will pay

The serene little village of 
Titusville now looked as if some 
shanty town had been wrenched 
up in a hurricane and flung 
down helter-skelter among prim 
white clapboard houses. Along 
narrow plank sidewalks in a sea 
of sucking mire, land sharks 
lurked in offices that didn’t yet 
have a roof, and seldom a solid 
floor for their high sounding 
propositions. On paper, every- 
thing looked foolproof. Nobody 
had yet discovered that one out 
‘of every three wells were ‘“‘dust- 
ers’”’—that is, dry. By the sum- 
mer of 1860, there were 600 
companies incorporated in Penn- 
sylvania alone, and probably 
four-fifths of these were phonies. 


The farmers on Oil creek were 
almost the only ones who didn’t 
need quinine. From. the start 
they fared remarkably well 
against boomers, city financiers 
and local tycoons. Most of their 
land was already leased on a 
royalty basis, rather than sold 
outright. 

For instance, Ham McClintock 
didn’t bother putting down many 
wells. He let others take the risk 
and pay him royalties. He sim- 
ply placed mattresses all over 
the floor of his house, five to 
each room. For 75 cents, be- 
nighted souls could sleep in the 
hayloft without a blanket. There 
were 60 wells going down on his 
place, and McClintock always 
had plenty of paying guests. 

Some of the newly rich farm- 
ers continued to live in their 
dilapidated cabins, with rags 
and quilts hung at the windows 
in place of panes, and a limp

chugging up river from Pitts- 
burgh, were loaded like cattle 
boats. 

If you covered the last lap to 
Titusville by stagecoach, you 
arrived sore and bruised and 
with your pantaloons muddy to 
the hip, what with leaping out 
along the way to help pry the 
vehicle out of sockholes or push 
it up hills. When you finally 
staggered into a lobby and asked 
a hotel clerk for a room, and he 
said he would try to squeeze 
you in, you discovered he prob- 
ably meant just that. He would 
push and nudge two recumbent 
bodies on the floor until a space 
was cleared. 


No customs or castes were fa- 
miliar. It was as if a portion of 
the earth had turned upside 
down to produce this bewilder- 
ing new democracy, where no 
one could be judged by appear- 
ances. One critic remarked: 
“They don’t have time to be 
aristocrats. They don’t even 
have time to change their 
sheets.” Another wrote a few 
years later: “This greasy speci- 
men could by one stroke of his 
pen produce a paper of more 
value than all your wordly pos- 
sessions, and that would be hon- 
ored quickly by any great bank- 
ing institution,” 


Ironically, one person who 
did not profit was Edwin 
Drake. In matters of finance, 
the colonel seemed forever in- 
ept. After four moderately 
prosperous years as an oil 
commission agent and justice 
of the peace in Titusville, he 
went to New York where he 
lost everything in an oil bro- 
kerage venture. Finally, in
